Poverty In America 


There is widespread poverty in Am ­ 
erica at a time when new records for 
prosperity are being: set in almost every 
field. It is one of the paradoxes of our 
civilization. 
While average family income is $5,- 
700, there are 13,600,000 families and 
unrelated individuals with total incomes 
of less than $2,000 a year. 
That is 23 
per cent of the 58.4 million families 
or unrelated individuals in the country. 
Figures from the federal Bureau of 
the Census show that only 500,000 fam­ 
ilies and unrelated individuals received 
$25,000 a year or more. 
Labor statistics show that while a 
new record of HO million jobs exist in 
the t'nited States, unemployment con­ 
tinues at recession levels of between 1.5 
and 5 million. While the average factory 
worker makes $100 a week, the families 
and individuals in the lowest income 
bracket (under $2,000 a year) make less 
than $40 a week. 
That is a shocking revelation to many 
Americans who assume that the na­ 


ti o n 's prosperity and $800 billion gross 
national 
product 
are 
benefiting 
the 
whole inundation. 
In a social sense, the lowest income 
group is the most important because 
it raises many problems for the rest 
of the population. 
It is the focus of federal and state 


programs to help crime, juvenile delin­ 
quency, blighted urban areas, slums, 
school dropouts, narcotics addicts and 
other serious social problems. 
This situation prompted U. S. tabor 
Secretary Willard Wirtz to warn Satur­ 
day that the rapidly growing labor force 
and automation are creating “a human 
slag heap” in the midst of prosperity. 
“We cannot tolerate the development 
of a separate nation of the poor, the un­ 
skilled, the jobless, living within anoth­ 
er nation of the well-off, the trained and 
the employer,” Wirtz said. 
But that is just what the nation faces. 
President Johnson has promised to 
start finding a solution to the problem 
with a “poverty package" of special 
pilot programs to meet the human needs 
of the low income class. 
New 
manpower training and voca­ 
tional education legislation passed by 
Congress is supposed to help this un­ 
privileged class. 
And many private 
agencies devote their hearts, talents and 
money to help the ihkh*. 
But the job is just begun, and the 
problem is huge. We cannot boast capi­ 
talism’s complete success or feel that 
we have completed the American demo­ 
cratic 
revolution 
Ijefore 
we 
have 
brought one fifth of our insulation from 
the condition of iwverty in which it 
now lives.

The Allen-ScoH Report 


Mrs. Oswald's Father Is Russian Intelligence Agent

W ASHINGTON 
'rho father 
of Mrs. Loc Harvey Oswald is 
a colonel in the Sox jet mili­ 
tary intelligence 
service, 
on 
duty in the Minsk region. 
Oswald lived for some time 
In that arca during his throe 
years in Russia. 
T he 
disclosure 
regarding 
M in. Oswalds father is among 
the most startling in the un­ 
published 127-page PBI report 
titled "Investigation of the As­ 
sassination of President K en­ 
nedy. 
Beyond reporting what 
had 
been gleaned from Mrs. 
Os­ 
wald tegai ding 
her 
fathers 
occupation, the FBI does not 
delve furth er into the matter. 
There is no indication in the 


FBI study of any connection 
between this information and 
the m u rder comm itted by Os­ 
wald. 
Another significant 
disclos­ 
ure in the FBI report is the 
estim ate x»f $3,560 as the kill­ 
ers income in 
his 
last 
14 
months. This figure was based 
on his w id ow s accounting. 
Mrs. Oswald will be person­ 
ally questioned by the special 
commission headed by 
Chief 
Justice Earl W arren. This in­ 
terrogation will be private. 
No consideration has 
yet 
been given to holding 
public 
hearings. 
The commission will h o l d 
vim? public sessions, but not 
until after the trial of 
Jack 


Ruby, slayer of Oswald. T h e 
commission already has 
d e­ 
cided on that. It has given no 
tho ug ht a.* yet to witnesses to 
be heard at the o|>en sittings. 
Sim ilarly the FBI 
report, 
now in the hands of the com ­ 
mission, 
will eventually 
be 
published. But this m ay not be 
u n til the commission makes its 
ow n report. 
T h e FBI study consists 
of 
six “books: two containing a 
largely chronological recital of 
ev ents leading up to and fol­ 
lowing the assassination, 
and 
fo u r mostly of exhibits. 
J. I^ee Rankin, general coun­ 
sel of the commission, is com ­ 
piling a list of questions 
on 
th e basis of the FBI report. 


These questions apply to both 
Oswald and Ruby, and 
deal 
wi t h a number of "unansw ered 
gaiis." Foremost am ong th em 
is Oswalds mysterious trip to 
Mexico last fall (September 26 
to October 3). 
The 
C e n t r a l Intelligence 
Agency has reported he was 
accomixanlecl by two 
women 
and a man, the latter subse­ 
quently flying to Cuba. 
The 
CIA also 
ascertained t h a t 
while in Mexico City, 
Oswald 
applied to the Cuban 
consul- 
general for a transit visa to 
Moscow. He w as told he would 
first have to get a visa from 
th e Soviet, but so far as Is 
known he did not seek that. 
At the special commissions 


request, the FBI has resumed 
its probing of both Oswald and 
Ruby. These Investigations ar# 
proceeding simultaneously.

NEW YORK — Monroe Coun­ 
ty dairy farm ers who sell their 
milk in the New York - New 
Jersey m arketing area can ex­ 
pect to average 16 cents more 
per hundredweight in 1964 then 
they dad this year, according to 
the m arket adm inistrator. 
Dr. A. J. Pollard, associate 
adm inistrator 
for 
the 
N e w 
York - New Jersey marketing 
area, said that producers who 
deliver milk to pool handlers in 
the coming January-June peri­ 
od can expect to receive 
an 
average price of $4.04 per hund­ 
redweight compared to $3.88 in 
tile same period in 1963. 
He estim ated that prices paid 
by handlers for fluid milk will 
average 17 cents per hundred­ 
weight higher than 
this year. 
The average price is expected 
to be $3.15 per hundredweight. 
The average price in 1963 was 
$4.98. 
Higher farm and fluid prices 
are anticipated in each month 
of the forecast period, Dr. Pol­ 
a n d said. The largest increase 
in farm prices is expected t o 1 
be 19 cents per hundredweight in 
January and March. The smal- >

Dr. Pollard explained that un­ 
iform prices are those paid to 
dairy farm ers. They are deter- i 
mined by the use made of all 
the milk delivered to pool hand­ 
lers. Fluid prices are paid into 
the pool by handlers who also 
pay for other milk according to 
Its use.
